President Hartley oti Individual- 


istic and Socialistic Ideas 


Berkeley. Col., 
Marcri 
23—At 
the 


charter day exercises of the university 
of California today President Arthur 
T. Hjidiey of Ya!e university was the 
principal speaker. 
President Hadley 


said in part: 


There are two theories of democratic 


government: the individualistic, which 
relies on the self interest of the vari- 
ous citizens acting independently, and 
the socialistic, which relies mainly on 
the votes of these citizens acting as a 
body. Neither has proved wholly sat- 
isfactory. 


With regard to the individualistic 


theory, this is now generally admitted. 
Self-interest has done a great deal for 
us, but it will not do everything. It is 
a powerful 
stimulant to good, 
but 


neither in economics nor in inoials is it 
that panacea lor social ills which so 
many pel sons two generations ago 
thought it to bo. 
Free competition 


was far belter than the old systems o* 
class legislation which it superseded. 
But we cannot have free competition 
everywhere; nor is< it certain that in 
those cases where we can have it it 
produces so great a degree o£ justice as 
was oiicu supposed. 


Under these circiimstanees the so- 


cialists, and many who are not social- 
ists, demand that these evils be con- 
trolled by the use of the machinery of 
government. But the power to use this 
machinery in the public interest is in 
s^me respects more apparent than real. 
A democratic government is subject to 
special difficulties in exercising this 
power. It lacks the compelling force 
behind it which is felt in a monarchy or 
an aristocracy—for what is every- 
body's busines is nobody's business; 
and laws which were passed with en- 
thusiasm often go unenforced. 
It 


lacks continuity of policy and tenacity 
of purposes. This difficulty is seen 
when we compare our own foreign pol- 
icy with that of a country like Russia. 
It lacks self-restraint in the use 'of the 
law-making power. It devices its stat- 
utes with the best of intent; but they 
often end in nothing except evasion 
and inconvenience. 


Nor is it always desirable that they 


should end otherwise. A statute pass- 
ed by a majority, and In the face of a 
reluctant minority, does not -represent

Londons March 23.—A dispatch from 


Gibraltar yesterday says the armored 
trusier New York arrived here yester- 
day. 
She will proced to Tangier to de- 


mand the settlement of the claims of 
the United States government against 
Morocco. 


The New Yo'rk is now the flagship of 


Rear Admiral Frederick Rodgcrs, and 
she is fresh from a thorough overhaul- 
Ing at the Brooklvii navy yard. 


The cruiser will convey Mr. Gummere, 


the United States consul general, from 
Tangier to the seaport of Mazagan, 
whence he will travel overland to Mo- 
rocco City, the political capital of 
Morocco, there to demand from the 
iultan an apology for an apparent dis- 
courtesy to the United States, com- 
mitted by the sultan's grand vizer and 
his minister of foreign affairs. 


At the same time Mr. Gummere will 


request the 
sultan 1o settle certain 


claims of the United States, long pend- 
ing against the government of Morocco. 


These claims arose largely from al- 


leged undue interference by officials 
of the sultan with American citizens 
doing business in Morocco. 


The occurrences happened some time 


ago, and the suggestions of the Amer- 
ican government, through its consular 
representative, that the claims arising 
therefrom should be settled by Morocco, 
have been ignored by the snltan.

He haa some worthy 
understudies in Plttsfield, his home 
territory. Within a week TVB have been 
4fiven a sample piece of "fine" manip- 
ulation, in which North. Adams is par- 
ticularly interested. We have refer- 
ence to three appointments: 
Deputy 


Wood of Pittsfield to fill the vacancy 
on the state police caused by the death 
tof Moses Pease of Lee, Deputy Pierce 
of Lenox to fill the place made vacant 
t»y Mr. Wood's advancement, and C. 
Q. Richmond of this city to the board 
of education .vice President Carter, 


Sheriff Fuller — wh'o went over 
to 


Crane, as Congressman Lawrence did, 
After North Adams men made him — 
wants to enjoy his office for ariother 
term at least. Deputy Wood, a good 
democrat, was a possible stumbling 
block. He is a popular man and was 
promising democratic timber for the 
office of sheriff, as a candidate against 
Jar. Fuller. It was wise to get him out 
t>t the way, to "translate" him as John 
A. Aiken of Greenfield was translated 
to the superior court bench when he 
loomed up as a serious democratic 
poMibility against Lawrence for con- 
gress. A republican governor did tha 
trick for Lawrenca and. a republican 
governor does a similar trick for Ful- 
ler. 
Of course the same man really 


did both tricks. And, funny as it may 
•eem, Lawrence was interested in this 
translation of the democrat, Wood, for 
the sake of the peace of mind of his 
friend Fuller. In fact many months 
ago, when there was talk of replacing 
Pease, Fuller and Lawrence and the 
rest of them were- tout for the appoint- 
ment of the democrat, Wood — to get 
him out of the way.

the will of the people. The constitu- 
tion of the United otates, far 
from 


sanctioning unlimited rights of the ma 
Jor'ty against a minority, is filled from 
beginning' to end with, restrictions up- 
on the exercise of sue* rights—restric- 
tions devised in the interest tof per- 
sonal liberty. The constitut.on 
in- 


deed provides for elections to decide 
who shall govern us, but it does not 
encourage the intrusion of the officials 
thus elected into those fields of legis- 
lation where class and personal Inter- 
ests are arrayed one against tli* other. 


Self-interest 
being an inadequate 


support for political and moral order, 
and over-legislation an evil worse than 
that which It undertakes to cure, we 
must g-o back to the true principle of 
self government—government based on 
public sentiment. This is a phrase 
winch is often used, 
but 
gener- 


ally misunderstood. Whenever a large 
number of people \\ant a thing we hear 
it said that there is a public sentiment 
in its favor. This is not necessarily 
true. Even the fact that a majority 
may be willing to vote for a measure 
does not prove that it has this basis. 
The desire may be simply] the outcome 
of widespread personal interest. Much, 
though not all, of the objection to 
trusts is based on the fact that the 
critics do not own them—that they find 
themselves at the wrong end of certain 
transactions instead of at the right end. 
If a man really believes that a trust 
is a bad thing and would refuse to con- 
tenance its pursuits if lie were their 
beneficiary, he can call his opposition 
to them by the honorable title of pub- 
lic spirit. And it may be added that 
most of the actual reform 
in trust 


abuses has been thus made from inside, 
by the self-respect of their owners. Sut 
if the critc is doing on a small scale 
what the trust is practicing on a large 
scale—making every effort to sell nis 
g-GOds at as high prices as possible, and 
not being over-scrupulous as to the 
means by which this is brought about— 
his words count for nothing. No matter 
how many thousands of men there may 
be in this position, their aggregate work 
is not likely) to reach farther than the 
passage of a certain amount oC class 
legislation. It cannot be too often re- 
peated that those opinions which a man 
is prepared to maintain (at another's 
cost, but not at his own, count for lit- 
tle in forming the general sentiment 
of the community. 


Some moralists would deny the possi- 


bility of the existence of any public 
opinion independent of selfishness . But 
they have the facts of history against 
them. The social and political instinct 
in mankind is so strong that people are 
led under its operation to do things 
union are against their own personal 
convenience, and even against th^ir 
own interest, in order to subserve the 
needs of the community. Public sen- 
timent is the name given to the feel- 
ing which gives effect to these virtues 
of patriotism and public devotion. It 
is because that it exists that we have 
remained thus far a free people. It must 
and will develop as our problems de- 
velop. The man who says that it can- 
not be done is invtinef political suicide.- 


Of the power of such sentiment, when 


once aroused, there can be no question. 
The recent hazing investigations at 
West Point show how much stronger is 
an unwritten code of honor in a social 
body than are all the laws passed by 
congress. -But can it thus be aroused 
to do any large portion of the work 
which we now demand by government? 
It may be frankly admitted that it will 
not do all those things' for which num- 
bers of people now desire legislation. 
This, however, is a merit rather than 
a fault; for if we once recognized that 
public opinion was the source of au- 
thority, we should cease to try to im- 
pose prohibition in cases where it does 
not prohibit^ or to pass corporation laws 
which d0 not regulate—demanding1 ev- 
erything and enforcing1 nothing^ Even 
in times gone by the efficiency of a 
railroad law has depended far more up- 
on the public understanding of the sit- 
uation than upon the actual letter of 
the duties Imposed. If this has been 
the case in the past, when the devel- 
opment of public opinion has 
been 


treated as a mere accident, much more 
may we expect it to prove true if our 
citzens arc brought to see that the force 
behind the law is more important than 
the law itself. If our. people can ac- 
cept cheerfully the burdens imposed in 
the duties of private life, there is no 
inherent reason why they should fail to 
accept the trusts of public life. That 
they are non- inclined to make light 
of their obligations to others is not 
due to any incapacity for taking- such 
obligations seriously; it is due to the 
fact that they have been taught to re- 
gard business and politics as games, 
with no obligations profounder than the 
rules and no authority higher than the 
umpire. 


Exactly what rules of conduct pub- 


lic opinion would prescirbe, of what 
specific obligations the 
public con- 


science, when once aroused, would re- 
gard as binding in matters like those, 
it is too early to say. It is enough for 
the moment to call attention to the 
necessity and the possibility of such 
development. The power 
of 
public 


opinon in its true sense, lies for the 
time unused; but it is an instrument 
fitted to meet the needs of f society- 
strong where strength is needed, slow- 
where conservatism is required, can- 
able of indefinite expansion without 
threatening the foundations of self- 
government. 


The question is often asked what con- 


stitutes the essential mark of a gen- 
tleman, as distinct' from the accidents 
of birth and of clothes, of manners and 
of speech. I believe it to be found in 
the readiness to accept trusts, even 
\vhen they are personally disadvantag- 
eous—the readiness to subordinate a 
man's own convenience and desires to 
a social code. The code may be a good 
one or a bad one; but it is an authority 
which the gentleman accepts of hia own 
free will without waiting for any one 
to compel him to accept ti. To the 
extent that he doea this, he not only 
proves himself a gentleman, but proves 
himself capable 
of 
self-government 


In this sense I believe that the great 
body of the American people are gen- 
tlemen, and are therefore capable of 
self-government. 
The 
possibility of 


maintaing democracy is due to the fact 
that increasing readiness to accept self 
Imposed burdens has gone hand In hand 
v, itU i:icr.-a=o <~f co.iy.-.iorcial anO polit- 
ical power. It Is for the young1 men 
who are Just growing? up to carry thla 
into the larger worlds of business and 
legislation the spirit which will sober 
dinato personal convenience- to collect- 
ive honor. In this development of tho 
prlclple of political trusteeship lies the 
hope ot Ut« republic for the future.

Of the 26 companies doing business ia

The capital of the in- 
dependent companies is over $o,000,000, 
end the value of the riches in their keep- 
ing may be roughly estimated at from 40 
to 50 times that amount. One representa- 
tive down town company has ia its sub- 
terraneaa vaults 17,000 btccl compart- 
ments, ranging in size from boxes 10 by 
8 by f> inches to safes in -which a 10-year- 
old boy might stand upright. 


The annual rental of these compart- 


ments varies from $5 in the one case to 
$SOO in the other. The smallest boxes 
fr-° large enough for c comfortable for- 
<9^.<?. What can be tucked away in a 
big safe would tempt a Crcesus. Usual- 
ly these latter compartments are rented 
by business partners. 
Each compart- 


ment has a double combination, half of 
which is known to each partner. Both 
men therefore must be present when the 
safe is opened, and an attendant has to 
use his key before the heavy doors can 
be swung back. 


The customer who wishes to get into 


the vaults, perhaps to enjoy the pleasing 
pastime of cutting off little green cou- 
pons with a sharp pair of scissors, does 
not find it a simple matter. There is an 
outer gate guarded by a watchful Cer- 
berus, an inner gate at which is a sec- 
ond Cerberus, and finally a third gate, 
around which, is clustered a small army 
of attendants. When the man with the 
money has passed these successive bar- 
riers, he gives the key to bis box to an 
attendant, who is distinguished among 
his fellows because he possesses a truly 
remarkable memory- He knows the per- 
son to whom tiach one of the 17,000 
boxes belongs. 
If there were 27,000 


boxes, he wouU! know their 27,000 own- 
ers. 
He wouldn't brric: about it either. 


His memory is the most valuable asset 
in his business. 


When this mnemonic wonder has re- 


ceived the key to any one of the boxes, 
he goes with the customer unerringly to 
the right nunjber,;and, unlocking the box 
with, the necessary aid of .his own key, 
he carries the steel drawer to one of 
many Httle rooms equipped with scissors, 
paste, pen, ink and the like. Here the 
customer locks himself in. 
When be 


leaves, the process is reversed, and at 
length ho arrives on the sidewalk with a 
considerable idea of his importance to 
the company which has the good fortune 
to safeguard his wealth. 


A persou who v.-aiits to rent a box is 


•everely catechised. His pedigree to the 
third and fourth generation is deemed es- 
sential. His age, his profession, his hab- 
its, even his hopes and aspirations, are 
put on record. A few days ago an olJ 
gentleman and his wife, who were either 
tlu» possessors of suddenly acquired 
wealth or recent arrivals in the city from 
np ihe state, called at a Broadway safe 
deposit company for the purpose of rent- 
ing a box. The box was to be entered 
in the wife's nnme, and her husband was 
asked if the wife had any peculiarity by 
which she could bo identified.

Tbe Son of a Boer General Tallu of 


the Situation—Boer* Have Every 
AdvnntnKe—Krueer Still a Man of 
Fovrei- In South Africa. 
The New Yovk Herald prints the fol- 


lowing interview on the new phase of 
the Boer war from its European corre- 
spondent: 


General Louis Botba won't make 


peace. What is going to happen now? 


Tbat is what is being asked in the 


house of commons. That is wbat is 
being asked by the man m the street, 


It just so happened tbat I met yes- 


terday the very one man in the whole 
of London who may be the best quali- 
fied person in tbe United Kingdom lo 
reply to the question which all are 
asking. Tbat man is Mr. D. E. Eras- 
mus, son of General Erasmus of Pre- 
toria. He is just the man to tell what 
the Boers may do next. He knows the 
country from end to end. His boy- 
hood was passed just exactly upon tbe 
ground of tbtf present scene of opera- 
tions in the Transvaal. It is exactly 
there tbat bis father's property lies. 


The "following is a summary of the 


Interview I bad witb him upon the 
burning subject of the moment: 


"First of all," be said, "I would like 


to tell you tbat the Erasmus who was 
recently captured and about whom so 
much fuss bas been made here is not 
my father at all, but Abel Erasmus, a 
native commissioner of Leydenburg, an 
old man of about 70 years, who could 
not possibly have taken any active 
part in the war. General Steeukamp, 
a member of tbe volksraad, is in com- 
mand of the Leydenburg forces." 


"Wbat do you say about General 


Botha's refusing peace terms?" I asked. 


"It is certain," replied"Mr. Erasmus. 


"I told you so yesterday." 


This was a fact. 
"But bow can tbe Boers hold out 


against tbe English?" I asked. 


He answered: "Sofar they have only 


met tbe Boers in open plains. The 
English public, for upme unknown rea- 
son, has looked upon tbe war all along 
as mere child's play, notwithstanding 
tbe lessons which it received in tbe 
commencement of the war. Four hun- 
dred Boers are 'quite sufficient to har- 
ass tbe entire sarmy for an indefinite 
period in tbe distract north of Pretoria." 


"What kind of a coualry is tbat?" 
"It is wbat is called 'bush veldt.' 


Regular cavalry cannci 'operate there. 
It is deep sand, which gives the poorest 
foothold. 
Owing to tbe fever, tbe 


British can operate but sis months in 
the year. The Boers from childhood 
have accustomed themselves to this 
climate and can stop there without 
much harm." 


"In foreign countries people who are 


trying to make mischief out of tbe 
English reverses read in them a dis- 
grace to the British army. But I can 
assure tbose pretended friends of my 
people that if they had to do what tbe 
British are now trying to accomplish 
they might have done very much worse 
or succeeded less well in fighting. In 
this bush veldt the British will be at 
a greater disadvantage than they have 
ever been before." 


"But can tbe Boers get supplies?" 
"More than tbey want," replied Mr. 


Erasmus. "There is plenty of food for 
the natives. The Boers can live upon 
tbe country. The British will have to 
bring everything witb them." 


"And horses?" I asked. 
"As for horses," said Mr. Erasmus, 


"the Boers have their bunting steeds." 


"And ammunition?"' I queried. 
"Tbe country north is simply stocked 


with ammunition today. We can im- 
port none, but enormous stores were 
laid in before the war commenced. 
Much of that is in the north, ready to 
hand." 


"What do you say to the report that 


General De Wet has disbanded his 
commando?" 


"Tbat? Why, it Is merely an ordi- 


nary measure when a leader is pressed. 
Tbey have dissolved merely to meet 
again at a prearranged date and place." 


"Can you^tell me why tbe English 


terms' were not accepted?" 


He paused a moment, reflecting, tben 


Baid: "Becau:ns:jLhe British government 
is making a great mistake in allowing 


• Sir Alfred Mllner to carry on ncgotia- 
'uuua. 
You \,;il i.ncH ,.o.r,-'.nco the 


Boers tbat that man means well by 
them." 


"But wbat would you suggest as an 


alternative?" 


"This: That England should send 


some impartial Englishman, free from 
nil party feeling. 
Lord Kitchener's 


name will not go either. Ho has been 
too much associated witb Mr. Cecil 
Rhodes. 
You romombcr how their 


names were connected together when 
Lord Kitchener was in London, bow 
they were coupled nnd how they took 
doctors' degrees together. 


"In the district where tbe future scene 


of operations will be the Roers know 
every inch. Tbey bave taken troops 
through it 
But it took tbe Boers un- 


tU'i- Gfuci'el Joubert nine months of 
bard work to capture 3,000 unarmed 
niitlveel I repeat, tbe difficulties of tbe 
Britiih are only just beginning." 


"Hut tell me, what will be the end? 


There must be some end." 


"Just tble," said Mr. Erasmus, with 


arnp'.4«sls: "The Boers remaining must 
be either caught and exterminated or 
given Independence. There was a time, 
after Pretoria waa taken, when inauj 
Boers deserted or surrendered in the 
belief that tbey would find tbeir bouses 
and families as they left them If tbey 


• 
were allowed to go free, promising not 
to fight again. Tbe end of the war wu 
tben mote than possible. My people 
were ready to give In. 


"But when the Boers returned to 


their homesteads and found their farms 
burned and their families gone they 
knew not. where they were ruined men. 
Trom that day out, It should be well 
understood, tbe war became one of re- 
venge and no longer one of patriotism. 
Picture to yourself the situation. It is 
perfectly simple to understand the bit- 
terness of tbe Boers." 


"But what terms can Great Britain 


give?" 
<:The only ones satisfactory would be 


restocking tbe farms and making good 
tbat which has been destroyed. Oth- 
erwise why should onr men not con- 
tinue to fight? They have lost every- 
thing and therefore have nothing to 
lose and everything to gain." 


"Tell me about Mr. Kruger and his 


position in all this." 


"Mr. Kruger is still absolutely presi- 


dent of the Transvaal republic. People 
say bjj ran away. That is untrue. He 
was forced to leave by the executive. 
It took 5,000 men to guard him. We 
needed those men elsewhere. More- 
over, it was considered tbat be would 
be more useful over here. Mr. Kruger 
may have lost some weight with a cer- 
tain number of peopje of tbe extreme 
section, but remember this—it is impor- 
tant—Mr. Kruger is tbe one man today 
who could, if he liked, bring tne-war to 
an end. He could finish it tomorrow 
If be willed." 


"How long do you think the war 


might yet last?" 


"I remember well when speculators 


on the Stock Exchange here were talk- 
Ing about tbe war lasting four months. 
I tben said that if It lasted a day it 
might easily last a couple of years. I 
now say that it might easily last three 
years longer. When peace comes, it 
will bo made by tbe people appointed 
to make it—Mr. Kruger and the ex- 
traordinary commission sent over here 
by the Boers, Messrs. Wolmerans, 
Wessels and Fischer. They have full 
power to act." 


"And tbe Boer forces today?" I ask- 


ed. 


"I estimate them to number from 10,- 


000 to 12,000," concluded Mr. Erasmus. 


GREAT MEN AND CHILDREN. 


Harrison and Other Preildeatu Have 


Loved Little Ones. 


Probably no Incident in connection 


with the death of ex-President Harri- 
son' has touched so many hearts as his 
last words to his baby daughter Eliza- 
beth, "What wouldn't I give to be 
able to go and take a walk with you!" 
While he was occupying the White 
House the country had already discov- 
ered the child loving side of his char- 
acter, and many familiar photographs 
will make him known to posterity as 
"the president and Baby McKee." 


In this fondness for children Benja- 


min Harrison is by no means alone 
among our presidents. Thomas Jef- 
ferson was a confirmed child lover, 
and after he had exhausted the de- 
lights of baby play as a father he be- 
gan all over again and enjoyed them 
still more as a grandfather. 
Seven 


children were born to Thomas Jeffer- 
son, all girls but one. They all died 
in childhood except the oldest, Martha, 
afterward Mrs. Randolph. When their 
mother died, in 1782, leaving him witb 
three girls, a?ed respectively 10 years. 
4 years and (the youngest) 4 months. 
Thomas Jefferson, the man whom wo 
rarely thiBk except as a splendid fig- 
ure in public affairs, a giant intel- 
lectually and physically even in an 
age of giants, became, to use Mrs. 
Randolph's words, "their chief nurse." 
Wherever his busy life as a states- 
man, diplomat, party leader, vice pres- 
ident or president carried him, he al- 
ways found time to scribble notes to 
his small children and grandchildren, 
notes that were full of child talk such 
as only a heart full of genuine child 
love could instruct the pen of man to 
write. 


Abraham Lincoln was as fond of his 


boys as Thomas Jefferson was of his 
girls. Unlike Washington, the stately 
and childless George, we can easily 
think of "Father Abraham" rocking 
the cradle and trying to quiet or amuse 
the children. His pathetically sad face, 
all of whose portraits haunt one with 
their mournfully anxious expression, 
found its chief motive to relaxation in 
the play be had with his little boys. 
The decorum of a cabinet meeting in 
the clays when every cabinet meeting 
was a council of war, big witb the fate 
of the Union armies and the Union it- 
self, was often suspended for a few 
moments while little Tad ran in, climb- 
ed on Father Abraham's knee and got 
a license to do something or other that 
was frisky and irregular. 


So, too, the (softest spot in General 


Grant's heart was tbe same—his love 
Tor uio (.h.iuieu. Chary uf speech to 
the world at large and reticent even 
with those who had his confidence, the 
great commander was a merry tattler 
to his little ones. It is a very common 
characteristic of men of exceptional 
power to be child lovers. Charles Dick- 
ens and Victor Hugo are typical Hter- 


i nry instances. Both of them loved lit- 
| tie children with a love that excelled 


all their other affections. Hugo singa 
of them: 


Into our world of light and bitter wronf 


They come; God gives them us «while; 


Bis speech is on their summering tenfu* 


And his forgivenen in their wile. 


And Dickens wrote, "I love these lit- 


tle 'j)'|0»lo. and it is not a Blight thing 
whefrkhoy, who are so fresh from God, 
lo% dfe"—New York World.

SMALL POX IN 


NORTH POWNAL 


Has Been Present there for 


Nearly Four Weeks, But 


Just Discovered 


Awarded 
Saturday.

THE QUARANTINED HOUSES 


Board cf Health of This City will Order 


General Vaccination and Use Every 


Effort to Prevent Disease from 


Entering North Adams 


There is small pox in North Pownal 


and although this has been certain for 
a fev.- days only, it is now known there 
has been small pox there for the last 
four weeks. At the present time there 
are three houses in the village quar- 
antined, with special officers guarding 
each house to see that there is no com- 
rnunicaHion with, the outside wlorld. 
There have been in all eight cases. 


Only a very mild form of the disease 


has been developed so far, but it is 
feared that the possibilities o'f contag- 
ion have been great, and every pre- 
caution is now being taken. The Ver- 
mont state board of health has been 
notified, and a member will be in North 
Pownal this afternoon to direct 
the 


work of precaution. 


In this city, while no cases have ap- 


peared, every precaution will be taken 
from the start end the board of health 
will insist on general vaccination in the 
city. A meeting will be held this eve- 
ning when the board will decide on the 
method of procedure. The 
suggestion 


shoul be made that it is unwise lor anv 
to wait until forced, however, and all 
who can should be vaccinated at once. 


One of the recent cases to develop 


was in the mill of the North Pownal 
manufacturing- company, the 
disease 


developing while the man was at work. 
The company has sent to New York for 
vaccine points which were expected this 
afternoon and all employes of the mill 
will be vaccinated at once. 


Three cases were developed first, in 


the family of Mr. Cutler. Except at the 
very first, no physician was called, and 
the disease then appeared to be chick- 
en pox.Nothing was thought of the mat 
ter, therefore, 
and no physician w« 


called till about a week ago, when Dr. 
Potter was sent for. He then pro- 
nouncbd the case small pox and report- 
ed them to the boarj of health of the 
town and ordered the house quaran- 
tined. Meanwhile a woman in the fam- 
ily had been taken ill with^ the same 
diabase, but had entirely recovered, 
having- had a very mild case. 


A family named Abram lives with the 


Cutlers and two Abram children were 
taken ill, one of them having an ex- 
tremely light case, while the other 
was more severe. Within a few days 
two men in the village have been taken 
ill with the disease, one of them having 
been sent out from the mill, as men- 
tioned. This makes three houses where 
the disease has ai>peared- 


Dr. Potter was asked this morning 


about the present state of the disease 
in the village and replied that there are, 
now three cases 
in three 
different 


houses. Of these two are convalescing 
and one is a new case. All the cases 
have been very light some 'of them so 
light that the patients have not suf- 
fered much inconvenience, while in one 
cr two cases the disease has been more 
strongly marked. 


Dr. Potter said today that he did not 


think there was any danger that the 
disease would spread, in view of the 
present precautions and he believd that 
the worst of it was now over. There 
was little fear in the village, the cases 
all having been extremely mild, an<3 
there was not the slightest reason for 
any .panic. 


As soon as it was determined that 


the disease was small pox, efforts were 
made to trace the source of its oriein, 
but not till this morning were they 
able to learn how it could have entered 
the village. 
This morning it was re- 


called by the Cutler family that about 
five weeks ag-o a traveling peddlar had 
passed through the village. He stopped 
at the Cutler house and said he was 
sick. He was allowed to remain there 
for ail hour or so and then went on. It 
is believed that he had the 
disease 


and that it was from him that it en- 
tered the village, The route he took is 
not known but it is believed that he 
may have spread the disease more wide 
ly1 than in the town of Pownal. 


Yesterday Dr. Bushnell of this city 


was sent for to consult with Dr. Pot- 
ter in regard to the cases, he having 
had more experience with small pox 
than most of the doctors in this vicinity 


He visited the cases and at once nro- 


nounced them all small t>ox. 


Dr. Bushnell said todajf that the 


disease had so far appeared in a mI7<3 
form and that none of those 'who had 
been stricken had suffered badly from 
it. 


Even in an epidemic of the mild form 


there is always danger .however, as 
ECi.uuS c^Sc^ Uiti'i oc 
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the milder form, although it is not 
probable that this would happen often. 
The chief danger was !n the fact that 
the disease was so mild that It was 
not recogn'zed until after many people 
had been exposed, especially in the mill. 
General Vaccination IB North Adam* 


Dr. Putnam, chairman of the local 


board oi health, was notified of the 
presence of the disease in North Pow- 
nol last evening. He was asked today 
what the board would do, and replied 
that general vaccination would be or- 
dered in North Adams at once. 


A meeting of the board will be held 


this evening, at which time arrange- 
ments will be made for carrying this 
order into effect. It is probable that a 
station will be established where free 
vaccination will be furnished to all, 
this being the method employed in 
m'ost cities, and at t'h« same time an 
effort will be made to see that every- 
one in the city obeys the rule. 


Dr. Putnam said that while no cases 


had appeared in this city, it was en- 
tirely probable that local 
persons 


might be exposed, and the nerness of 
the epidomlc made it imperative that 
prompt action be taken hire. 


FORGED A NOTE 


Pownal Farmer Wanted Mo- 


ney for Drink and Signed 


Anson Mason's Name 


THE LATTER WAS IN THIS CITY 


And So the Thirsty Forger Was Soon 


Captured. 
Had Sold $15 Note 


For $3. 
Pleaded Guilty in 


Court This Morning 


A farmer-like stranger appeared in 


M. V. N. Braman's groceiy store yes- 
terday afternoon, and asked if he could 
get a note for $15 from Anson Mason 
of Po\\nal cashed. Ho said he was on 
his way from 
Pownal to 
Monroe 


Bridge, and as Mr. Mason was in Ben- 
nington hf had boon unable to {jot the 
money. He wanted it before he went 
home ,and thought Mr. JBrtiman would 
be willing to cash a note from so well 
known a uia.ii. As an extra induce- 
ment he agreed to take $10 for the 
note. This sweeping- discount for cash 
aroused Mr. Braman's suspicions, es- 
pecially as Mr. Mason of i'ownal was 
at that minute in the rear of the store 
inscead of in Bennington. He pointed 
to Mr. Mason and asked if th-at was 
the man. The stranger said no, that 
it was another man of the same name. 
Just then Mr. Braman was called out 
of the store, and when ne returned the 
stranger was gone. 


A short time afterwards Harry E. 


Miller of Williamstown was approach- 
ed by the stranger with a $15 note, and 
the latter putting- up a very strong 
plea of his needwfor immediate money, 
Mr. Miller gave him about $3 for the 
note. This was dated February 22, and 
bore an internal revenue stamp, which, 
however, was not cancelled. The en- 
dorsement and face of the note were 
in the same handwriting. 


Soon after buying the note, Mr. Mil- 


ler met Mr. Mason on the street, and 
showed him the note, Mr. Mason at 
once declared it a forgery, and the af- 
fair was reported to the police. Late 
yesterday afternoon, Officer Scully lo- 
cated the stranger on Center street, 
moneyless; but full of liauor. He was 
taken to the station, where he gave 
his name as Charles H. Ward of Pow- 
nal. 


In court this m'orning he 
pleaded

Changes in Gold Storage Plant 


The Hygeia Ice company has finished 


its new rooms on the second floor of 
the plant on Morris street and they 
will go into use about April 10. There 
are six rooms which will be used for 
the storage of eggs, butter, cheese, furs 
and woolens, general storage, etc. One 
room for the storage of butter will 
have a temperature that will freeze it,

The question of Williams college tax- 


ation which has been fought so lon-» 
will in all probability be finally settled 
at the Williamstown town meeting to 
be held Monday. A meeting of the fi- 
nance committee appointed at th<% re- 
cent caucus to bring in a list »r esti- 
mates was held last evening:, and the 
matter was discussed at length, the 
meeting lasting till nearly midnig-ht. 


Charles S. Cole, treasurer of the col- 


lege, was present, and for the trustees 
presented a proposition to the town for 
the settlement of the matter on a fixed 
basis. This proposition was accepted by 
the committee and will be recommended 
to the town. It is believed that it will 
be carried there and that the long legal 
battle will be ended. 


The proposition presented 
by the 


trustees is practically that the town as- 
sessors shall retain on their books all 
property of the college from which the 
institution receives rental, with the ex- 
ception of the dormitories. 


This would mean that the college 


would pay taxes on the houses of the 
professors, on the college farm and on 
the house on Spring street occupied 
by the college carpenter. 


Under the agreement 
the 
college 


would not pay taxes on the preside! "s 
house, and the 
property adjofhing, 


nor on Weston field, which has been as- 


^ 


In addition to this the college would 


•withdraw its requer 
for taxes prev- 


iously paid under protest, 


This agreement would leave matters 


pretty nearly where they are now aa 
far as it would affect the amount of 
taxes paid the town by the college, but 
it would be a fixed agreement which 
would prevent the long continued, legal 
fight for which both sides have spent 
money heavily. 


The committee last night also had 


much other business to <Jo. A resolu- 
tion was presented by Dr. John Bascom 
that the town employ a practical road 
superintendent and that if no one tould 
be found in the town who could do the 
work an outsider should be brought in. 
This was acted en favorably, and will 
be recommended to the town. 


A committee consisting of Charles G. 


Sanford, Dr. John Bascom and Fred E. 
Moore was appointed to visit the town 
farm this afternoon and make a recom- 
mendation to the town as to whether 
it should be repaired or sold.
